Tlic Chief’s family belongs tollanisingot Jlcrtui 
brancli of the llatiior Uajput clan of do Ihpur ( M.irwar ) an 1 has been in 
possession of the Cliiel'.sliip for the last 12 generations, siiuc .\ldicrajji, the 
founder, who is said to have congucre 1 llie territory in Saunvat ye.ir 1 1 1 1 
(A. D. llin-1) and siibse piently I'oun le I the town of lvus!ialga.-h in memory 
of a Dili 1 chieftain name 1 Knshla, whom Akherajji is sr.id to hive kilicil. 
Tlie family i.s connecte.l by m.irriage ties to Bansi (Mewar), Kadana (Giijrat) 
B.uii S.idri (Mcwiir), Ivun lla (dh.ilawar) and Rliajurgaon (I . I’.). 

2. llajkmiwar Sahib Brijbiharisingliji, the licir a])p.rre;it, is in Ir.s 
25tli vear, wlio is le.irning adininistr.ition work here.

CHAPTER II. 


REVENUE AND FINANCE. 

The Chiefship is divided into three Tehsils for revenue purposefe 
I. — Tehsil Maiyad or Sadar Tehsil. 

11, — Tehsil Dungra comprising Parganas of Dungi’a and Hiramal,^ 
garh. 

TIL — Tehsil Patan comprising Parganas of Patan and Ranga. 

The total number of villages is 310, out of these 204 villages are 
in Khalsa and the rest are in Jagir and Muafi. The actual recovery of tlie 
Land revenue of the Khalsa villages amounted to Rs- 34,413/- against 
Rs- 34,325/- in the previous year. 

Revision of land revenue settlement is commence 1 and is expected 
to be finished in the next year, The expenses estimated for this work 
amount to R*- 18 875/- 


CHAPTER III. 


LegisIation:-In all cases. Civil and Criminal, ji!st;ee is adminis- 
tered according to law^i^^r^ish India with such modif ications as are 
necessary to meet loeal requirements, circular orlers and notitb ations being 
issued from time to time to that effect. Appendix li sl ows the laws 
and regulations that remained in force in the Chiefship during the year. 

Millitary force:-No Militarj^ force is maintained in the Chiefship. 

PoIice:-The Police strength stood at 95 and in addition to this a 
small force is stationed in and maitained at the expenses of the Jagirdars 
of Tarabesra, Churabar, Mokampura and Chhotisarwa, the strongth of which 
is about a dozen. Thus on the whole thei-e is one police nian for every 
three square miles and 273 inhabitants of the whole Chlel.-hip. The actual 
cost of the police establishment came to 10,741/- against ife- 10,529/- of 
last year. Due increase was given to the whole staff for the good arrange- 
ment of this department. 

Criminal Justicei-Criminal justice was administered by the 
following courts and by certain Jagirdars, who exercise sj)ecially limited 
powers of a Third Class Magistrate in only those cases in which the parties 
were the Ryots of their Jagirs and the offences were of trivial nature. 

(1) The Court of Mahekma Khas which tries sessions and such 
other cases that a 1st class Magistrate is not competent to try 
and exercised appellate and rivisional jurisdiction in cases 
dealt with by all other courts in the Chiefship. 

(2) The Court of the 1st class Magistrate. 
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(3 ) The Courts o£ the Tehsildars of. Dungra and Patan, who are 

inVested with powers of a Third Class Magistrate. 

Appendices .FT/, F///& 7Xshow :the;number of crimes committed 
and the sentences awarded by the various courts. 

Civil Justice:>The work wms carried out by the following courts 

of the Chiefship besides certain Jagirdars, who hear Civil suits up to the value 
of lisr mi- 

( 1 ) Mahekma Khas which exercises appellate and revisinol powers. 

(2) Civil- Judge, who is also the 1st Class Magistaate, hear civil 
suits of all kinds and values of the Maiyad or- Sadar Tehsil 
and such others, as the Tehsildars of Dungra amd Patan are 
not competent to he.ar. 

(3) The Tehsils of Dungra and Pat4/n- which are invested with 

powers to hear civil suits of the value not exceeding Rs. 100/- 

The details of work are given in appendices X, X/and X//. 

Estradition;-During this year the Chiefship sun-endered one 
accused to Rutlam. three to Banswara, one to Dhar and three to Jhabna 
states, while the Chiefship received eight accused from Banswara and six 
from Jhabua. 

Prison >There is one Central Jail at Kushalgarh which is pi-ovi<’cd 
with suitable separate quarters for male and female prisoners. During tlie 
period under report 108 persons w^ere confined in the Kushalgarh Central 
Jail and theu- daily average came to 34. 

Registration:=In this year IS documents were registered againts 
14 in last year and the value of property registered amounted to Rs eoeO/- 
against R* G797/- in the last year. 

Municipality:-The income is derived from import duties of 
cusloiTis find from miscellaneous taxes ol* easemeiitS) etc. 

The income for the year amounted to Rs. 2990/- againest Rs. 217 1 /- 
in the last year. 

The conservancy and street lighting work was done satisfactorily. 


CHAPTER IV. 


Weather and Crop:=There was 23 inches and 11 cents of rain! all 
in this year. Kharif crops have been harvested ten annas in the rupee and 
■ the Rabi crops are expected two annas in the rupee. 

The details of rainfall and prices of different commodities are given 
in appendices XFII and Xi'7// re.'-pectively. ,

The sale ol: opium, Ganja and Bhang is conducted under the state 
monopoly system, the proceeds o£ which amonuted to Ks- 6,975/-. 

Agricultural stocIc-The details of agricultural stock are givin 
in appendix XX. 

Forest:-The income under this head came to Rs- 9,796/- against 
Bs 7,242/- of last year. 

Customs’.-Therc are 10 Kakas and the income from this source 
amounted to Rs^ 31,153/- against Ris- 28708/- in last year. 

Public Woiks:-The total expenditure in this department came to 
Hs. 10,103/- against Rs, 26,144/- of last year. The work of construction 
of the Biscoe Tank is going on. 

Post and Telegraph office:-The work of post and telegraph 
office was satisfactory. The Chiefship had to pay Rs. 924/- for working and 
maintenance of the telegraph line to and office at Ivushalgarh for the year 
1928-29.

Work of the Dispensary during the year was satisfactory, due to the increase 
of expenses during last year for sufficient staff etc. 
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Vaccination>!l54 ChiMreu were vaccinated during this yftir. 
Births and Deaths^The figures oE births and deaths are given 
in appendix XXIV. 


CHAPTER YIT. 

The number of. students on roll in the Colvin Mi.ldle School, 
Kushalo-arh, at the end of the year, reraaine.l 200 against 161 m last year, 
wliile the average number of attendance has been 159. Its work was satis- 
factory during the year, due to the increase of the staff and their salaries. 
Work of the firl school was also satisfactory and the roll number of girls 
was 49 and their daily average came to 40. There were four village .schools 
with a total of 44 boys on roll and an attendance of 38. The total expondi- 
lure on education came to Rs. 3,748/- against Rs. 2,599/: of last year.
